A man tentatively identified 

Curlee Crayton, 34, 325 
Road, was discovered 
shot to death in a vacant lot

Permission 


Menlo Park planning com- 
missioners Monday night de. 
nied permission for removal of 
j}the former St. Raymond’s 
church to a St. Denis parish 
site at Monte Rosa Drive and 
Avy Avenue. 

Heeding the protests of resi- 
dents, they said they felt re- 
moval of the older structure to 
the newly-developed residen- 
tial area was inappropriate. 

Father Thomas I. Kenne- 
dy, parish priest, told the 
Recorder yesterday that he 
would have to confer with 
higher church officials be- 
fore he could say what steps 
would be taken to secure a 
permanent or semi-perma- 
nent place of worship for his 
congregation. 

The planners’ denial was bas- 
ed on the fact that former St. 
Raymond’s church — original- 
ly a little theater on the Felix 
McGinnis estate which is now 
St. Raymond’s parish proper-

The ‘Average’ Student 
Seen as ‘Forgotten Man’ 


At a recent institute at Stanford University, a pro- 
fessor of education and psychology described the “average” 
high: school student as the “forgotten man” in American 
education of today. 

The reason? The “average” student is left out, as edu- 
cators tend to expend their attention on the gifted at the 
one end of the scale, and the slow learners at the other. 

The professor is probably right. And the problem be- 
comes more important when one considers that the “aver- 
age” high school student is going to grow into the man or 
woman who has to do the world’s work. 

It’s about time somebody paid attention to the pro- 
fessor. His worries are justified. The geniuses will get 
along, no matter what, and the hopelessly stupid usually 
remain so. But there is that mass of people in the middle 
about whom something ee be done. 


There Can Be Worse Blights 
Than Scientific Machinery 


Ground has been broken for the Stanford Linear Ac- 
celerator Center, and from Woodside, it’s learned that many 
residents are fearful their skyline may be marred by the 
erection of huge towers to support a massive power line. 

Residents of the hill country to the west for years 
have been concerned about the appearance and growth of 
Stanford’s “antenna farm,” and some maintain that the 
various aerials and dish antennas are a blot on the face of 
an otherwise attractive earth. 

There’s one thing about it, though: Other types of 
development might be worse. There are a lot of blighting 
uses which, happily, haven't been resorted to — yet — in 
hillside development. 

For instance, there are housing developments. Most 
of us live in houses, and we're proud of them and happy to 
maintain them in as good condition as we can. We are 
conditioned to believe that houses are attractive. But can 
anybody honestly argue that if the trees were bulldozed off 
the hills above Woodside, and serried ranks of houses 
erected in their stead, the result would be a gain in beauty? 

We might not like the shape of some of these futuristic 
devices. They may jar us, with their ultramodern, scientific 
and away-from-nature appearance. But they're a lot better 
than some alternative installations.

Planning Commission 
Has Important Job 


Monday night, as usual, the Menlo Park planning com- 
mission had a number of “rezoning” actions to consider. 

Without considering the merits of any particular item 
concerned with the reclassification of a piece of land from 
one use to another, it might be pointed out that this is one 
of the most sensitive areas in which the planners operate, 
for by a single majority vote they can increase or decrease 
the value of somebody’s land. 

There are all kinds of pressures at work on the plan- 
ners, too. Individuals and firms, not unnaturally, enjoy 

» making money. They like to see their assets increae in 

value. Land is one such asset, and if a planning commis- 
sion can be persuaded to change it from, for example, 
“single family residential” class to “commercial,” the owner 
can expect to be enriched thereby. This usually makes him 
happy. 

With this in mind, the planning commissioners have 
to be very careful. They have to be motivated solely by one 
consideration: What’s best for the town. 


Teaching Is Still 
Main School Business 


The other night, a group of parents in the Menlo Park 
School District called for restoration of bus service for 
the children in their area. 

The youngsters have to travel more than a mile along 
roads which have no provision for pedestrians, on their 
way to Hillview school. 

It may seem paradoxical that parents from Atherton 
can be found complaining that they're being “discriminated 
against” in the matter of transportation, but the truth is 
that their youngsters are placed in a more hazardous posi- 
tion than most, by the cancellation of bus service. 

On the other hand, District Superintendent Dr. Frank- 
lyn White was hired to oversee’ an instructional program. 
His qualifications justify the hiring, and the wage that he 
is paid. He says the bus service was removed from the list 
of district services in the face of a restricted budget, be- 
cause such a move damages the curriculum least. _ 

From his point of view, the curriculum and its effec- 
tiveness in educating children is the nub of the thing. 

Through the years, all kinds of people have tried to 
saddle the schools with tasks for which they were never 
designed. These include instruction in morality and the 
use of alcohol and tobacco, a whole host of “social adjust- 
ment” gimmicks and proficiency in artistic fads. These get 
the schools away from their main task. 

Bus transportation, if made school business at the 
expense of financial support for other parts of the cur- 
riculum, has to be examined carefullly. On the other hand, 
there’s a real problem here.

With the announcement by 
County Superintendent of 
Schools James Tormey that a 
10-cent override for school pur- 
poses would be needed this 
year, we decided to talk to 
County Assessor Ralph Wood- 
man about the prosesses of as- 
sessing in San Mateo county. 
Here, as almost everywhere 
else, the county assessor is al- 
ways the villian behind the 
scenes in any tax increase, 
Last year county property 
owners were hit with a sev- 
en-cent: override tax because 
county assessments had not 
reached the required 25 per 
cent of present day values as 
required by the State Board 
of Equalization. 
What power does this state 
board have over county asses- 
sing procedures? Woodman 


er, Redwood City Star-Advertiser 


says, “only to see that ALL pro- 
perties are. assessed on equal 
basis in comparison with pres- 
ent day market values.” 

The state board sends: in a 
team of experts every three 
years to make a survey. They 
visit the assessor’s office and 
go over the rolls, both secured 
and unsecured. Then they make 
a field trip and make actual 
appraisals. The reports are 
brought back to the assessor. 
All the sampling is done with- 
out identifying a certain piece 
of land. or improvements. 

The state people made their 
last survey in 1960 but the re- 
port was not made until 1961 
and it showed the county was 
assessing at 21 per cent of pres- 
ent day market values. 

Woodman says this figure 
has been raised to 22 per cent 


and under the present program 


will take six more years to 
reach the state required ratio. 
His office now has 43 apprai- 
sers in the field and will add 
four more men on Oct. 1. 

Woodman explained how 
he fought off a blanket in- 
crease both last year and the 
year before. 


School offiicals tried to push 
for a straight 16 per cent boost 
in assessments on everything 
taxable. The state board offi- 
cials tried the same thing. The 
assessor explained that this 
would only add to the confu- 
sion and inequities that now ex- 
ist. He said he would continue 
to resist an increase on any 
parcel unless that parcel had 
been appraised. by his staff. 

The law, he points out, re- 
quires that each and every par- 
cel must be assessed on an

equal basis and that is his aim 
in office, although it is taking 
years to do the job. 

What differeaces did the 
state officials find in this 
county? He showed us. the 
state report which listed one 
small parcel valued at 325 
per cent of its actual value 
by the county. Anther was as- 
sessed at only 2.5 per cent of 
present-day values. 

These are the extremes, to 
be sure. For the most part the 
assessor’s averages are within 
one or two per cent, with an 
emphasis on some area that 
have not been reassessed for 
many years and are therefore 
far below the average required 
by the state. 

Woodman says his office 
keeps a daily record of sales. 
When a certain area becomes 
“hot” and prices advance sharp- 
ly th assessments go up. In 
some areas older homes get 
assessment reductions periodi- 
cally. No assessments are bas- 
ed on the asking price, but on 
actual sales. Some counties, 
the assessor explained, levies 
higher rates on industry-busi- 
ness. 

He didn’t mention the 
county by name, but we ga- 
thered that Los Angeles, 
with approximately 40 per 
cent of the state total asses- 
sed valuation, assesses indus- 
try and business somewhere 
between 40 and 5@ per cent 
of market value. 

Residential areas are favor- 
ed with assessments of be- 
tween 10 and 15 per cent. This 
keeps the “average” close to 
the state requirement. This 
practice is not accepted by 
most counties, but it does. give 
the idea that home owners are 
being taken advantage of. Act- 
ually, the county or counties 
that follow such a practice are 
favoring the home owner 
where the voter lives and tak- 
ing it out on industry. 

“When I have to adopt such 
a policy and not be able to 
sleep nights, I’ll quit,” Wood- 
man said. He added that the 
Government Research Council 
had carefully inspected the as- 
sessing procedures and gave 
Woodman a pat on the back ror 
his fair and impartial practices. 

The assessor said he was 
glad to have any citizen group 
learn more of the assessing 
problems and the laws that 
govern its operation. 

“Assessors are the ‘fall guys’ 
when people get their tax 
bills,” he added, “but how ma- 
ny of these people ever attend

a school board meeting, a city 
counci] session or visit the 
board of supervisors meetings 
during budget hearings? 

“As a rule they pay no atten- 
tion until the bills come. The 
assessor has nothing to do with 
the spending programs. I will 
continue to fight to get every 
piece of property in this coun- 
ty assessed on an equal basis 
and then I will be satisfied, No 
other system is fair, to anyone.”

and discussed a proposal for 
a major shift in the tax bur- 
den for elementary and sec- 
ondary schools. The product 
of the state department of 
education working in close 
conjunction with educators 
and administrators, the pro- 
posal could become a new 
milestone in our California 
school progress. 


The subcommittee was told 
that a major problem still ex- 
ists in our system of public 
school support. Under it, it is 
not possible to provide for uni- 
form use of locally taxable 
wealth, or establish reasonable 
equality in the tax burden im- 
posed on taxpayers in the dif- 
ferent school districts. 


District boundary lines only 
too frequently separate chil- 
dren and taxable wealth, so 
there are wide variations be- 
tween districts in ability and 
effort to pay for school costs. 
The present constitutional min- 
imum requirement for “basic 
state aid” per pupil in average 
daily attendance is $125 per 
year, but it is allocated with- 
out regard to a district’s need 
or ability to pay. 

An analysis of the variation 
in wealth between school dis- 
tricts, measured in terms of as- 
sessed valuation of property 
within the district per unit of 
attendance shows that at the 
elementary school level, the 
wealthiest district has 7000 
times the resources of the poor- 
est. 

At the high school level, the 
richest district has more than 
55 times the wealth of its poor- 
est counterpart. Ratios of 75 
to 1 in elementary districts, 10 
to 1 in high school, are not un- 
common. 

A whole series of tables and 
charts were presented to the 
group to illustrate such vari- 
ations. A few examples will

demonstrate the seriousness of 
the differences. 


In Shasta County, the rich- 


est elementary district has an 
assessed valuation of $427,185 
per unit, the county average 
is $12,811, the lowest $8,474. 
In Kern, the figures are $602,- 
964, $12,999 and $6,820 respec- 
tively. In Los Angeles, they 
are $119,328, $15,336 and $14,- 
494. 


A number of possible solu- 
tions to the problem were men- 
tioned to the subcommittee. 

First was the elimination or 
reduction of basic aid to all 
districts. This would enable 
allocation of state funds only 
to those districts which really 
need them to meet minimum 
standards. 


Second, would be the levy 
of a state property tax, which 
was not recommended. 

Third, would be a county- 
wide tax for partial support of 
the public school system. The 
details of such a program were 


Presented at considerable 
length, including possible tax 


rates for both elementary and 
high school district. 


Such a program would call 
for a county levy on all prop- 
erty within the county, at sug- 
gested rates of 60 cents per 
$100 assessed value for ele- 
mentary, and 50 cents for high 
school purposes. 

From revenues of this tax, 
basic aid would be paid to each 
district at $125 per unit. State 
“equalization aid’ would con- 
tinue, and local taxes as need- 
ed would be levied, to make 
up to the total required for a 
high-level educational program 
in each district. The county- 
wide tax would, in effect, 
make the richer districts help 
the poorer. 


No open opposition to the 
idea was expressed, perhaps 
because the recent law, tieing 
state aid to the ratio between 
assssed values in counties a& 
compared: to the state average, 
had some effect. 


Accept Challenge: 


Alto Park Council Given Job 
To Aid County Planners 


A task of major proportions 
was offered to the Alto Park 
Community Council last week 
by the San Mateo County plan- 
ning department — and the 
council has accepted the chal- 
lenge.
